This year Waster falls on the coming Sunday, 
the ist of April, nine days earlier than last 
year. As Laster is the governing date of some 
of the greatest feasts in the church calendar, 
the method by which it is computed is of great 
interest. Unfortunately, and to the great 

‘shame of the pious, not one out of a thousand 
of the faithful have any idea of how 
the date of Easter is governed. They 
all have some vague and shadowy 
notions about the moon, the vernal equinox, 
and once and a whilesome very orthodox and 
apparently devout worshiper will bob up and 
declare that the tide rules the date of Easter. 
If the theory of the relation of the moon and 
tide is correct then this positive person is 
partiy correct. The date of Easter 
does depend on the moon and 
the month of March has the honor 
of furnishing the moon. No other month 
furnishes such an important sky lamp as 
March. This distinction conferred on the 
month has a Jewish origin, as the feast of 
Easter itself has a dependance upon Jewish 
history. The Jews observed the 1 day of 
the ‘‘moon 1 March’’ in memory of the de- 
1 the Children of i § Israel

This wastypicalof the slay- 
ing of the lamb of God. In the Jewish calen- 
dar the feast is called the Pasach or the Pass- 
over—the passing over of the angel of death. 

In the early days of the Christian Church the 
Jewish converts, in commemorating the res- 
urrection of Christ, loyal to their old tradi- 
tions, observed the fourteenth day of the 
March moon. But there were protests as time 
went on, and finally, in the year 825 A. D., the 
Council of Nice ordered thatthe feast should 
be observed on the first Sunday after fourteen 

days from the moon of March. 
HOW TO FIND EASTER. 

The general rule for finding the date of 
Easter at any time is to find the date of the 
new moon of March, the ‘‘moon of March,’’ 
spoken ofso much in all church calendars, 
meaning the new moon. Then, after und- 
ing that date, count ahead fourteen days and 
the Sunday after that resultant date will be 
Easter. For instance, this year the 
new moon of March fell on the 


lith of March. Counting ahead fourteen 
days and the 25th of March is reached—a Sun- 
day. But as Easter falls on the Sunday follow- 
ing it would haveto be the ne Sunday, or 
Apr. The moon of March’’ is always the 
moon thatisnew in March, even though it 
may not be full till April. Lent is dated om 
Easter and is a forty days’ fast. The date of 
Ash Wednesday is discovered by counting 
forty week days back from Easter. 
INTERESTING FAOTS. 

The earliest possibie day for Easter is the 22a 
‘day of March, and it fell on that day in 1818— 
for the last time in about two hundred years. 
One object in arranging the calendar moon 
was that Easter might never fall on the same 
day as the Jewish Passover. They did occur 
together, 3 in 1805 on the léth day of 
oper in’ Fa Ag the 3d day of April, and will 
ao ain in 1928 on the ist of April, in 1927

‘A PRICKED BUBBLE. 
ABOUT POLICE REDUCTIONS. 


Vice-President Blair Says He Is not After the 
Heads of Captains and Sergeants—An In. 
nocent Discussion Warped Into a Peliti- 
cal Conspiracy—Renewals of Commis- 
sions Held by Policemen Necessary After 
April 1—The Board’s Responsibility. 


An imaginative reporter on the Globe- Demo- 
crat created a sensation among the members 
of the police force this morning by an alleged 
report of transactions in a secret session of 
the Police Board at ite meeting on Tuesday. 
As the story was printed Vice-Presi- 
dent Jas. L. Blair had introduced a 
resolution to reduce three captains and fifteen 
sergeants to the ranks. It was stated that 
Mayor Francis was not present at the meet- 
ing, and that Mr. Blair was anxious to make 
those changes in the interest of Mayor Fran- 
The vote on the 
resolution was given astwo in favor of it, 
Blair and Wilkerson, and two opposed, Good- 
ing and Gaiennie. Frank Gaiennie was inter- 
viewed,and denied that such a resolution had 
been introduced. 

VICE-PRESIDENT BLAIR 
was seen this morning and punctured the 
story. He was asked if a resolution was in- 
troduced at the last meeting of the Board 
looking for the reduction to the ranks of cap- 
tains and sergeants. He said: 


No, there was no such resolution intro- 
duced. The matter referred to in the Globe- 
Democrat articie this morning was discussed at 
the Board meeting last Tuesday and there was 
a full Board present. The Mayor was present 
all the time, although that article states he 

The point under discussion was, 
action the Board should take 
view of the fact that the 
the commissions of a large number 
of the members of the force will expire on the 
first day of April. Thelaw is thatatthe ex- 
piration of the commission of a member of the 
police force he should be preferred for reap- 
pointment, provided he has faithfully per 
formed his duty during his term of office, and 
provided also that he is otherwise qualified in 
every respect in the opinion of the Board. 
This provision of the law is in addition to the 
other part of the statute which says that 
an officer may be removed at any time 
for cause after atrial. It has been customary 
heretofore, at the times when the commis- 
sions of the men expire, forthe Board to make 
an inspection of ] those men, and satisf 
themselves whether they should be preferre 
for reappointment as the statute re- 
quires; that is to say, whether they 
have been both faithful and efiicient. 
The last time this was done thor- 
oughly was during Gov. Hardin’s adminis- 
tration in 1876, when the board made a per- 
sonal inspection of all the men whose terms 
expired, reappointed some, put some on pro- 
bation and dropped others entirely. The 
meaning of the law is very clear. The reason 
of the provision, that men may be removed 
for cause at any time is of course obvious. In 
addition to that this other provision is insert- 
ed, so that atthé end of a man’s term, the 
board having the benefit of 
FOUR YEARS’ EXPERIENCE 
can gO over his whole record, and while there 
may have been nothing sufficiently flagrant to 
have supported direct charges against him, 
his whole conduct taken together may, and 
— does, show that while the man has 
perhaps through dereliction of his superior 
officers escaped punishment, yet he is not the 
man who will give the city the best and 
most efficient service in that position, and for 
this reason the Board is given an opportunity 
attheendof his term of passing upon his 
whole record in review, and reappointing, 
or dropping him from the force as in 
their opinion may seem best for the interests 
ofthe city. At the end of a man’s term he is 
an applicant for reappointment, and he 
is then in the same position as a 
man who is an applicant for 
the first time, except that the Board has the 
benefit of four years’ experience with him, 
and in making this appointment the action of 
the Board must of course be governed by the 
special oath which is administered to them on 
assuming their duties, one of the principal 
features of which 1s, that in the appointment 
of men they will be governed solely 
by considerations of their fitness or 
unfitness for the position they seek, and 
wholly irrespective ofany political reasons. 
The language of this oath on this point is as 
follows: ‘‘Before entering upon the duties of 
their said office the said Oommissioners and 
the said Mayor shall take and subscribe before 
the Judge of the Circuit Court of St. 
Louis County, or the clerk thereof, 
the oath or affirmation prescribed by the Con- 
stitution of the State of Missouri, and shall 
also take and subscribe before the same judge 
or clerk the further oath or affirmation, that 
in any and every appointment or removal to 
be made by them to or from the police force 
created and to be organized by them under 
this act, they will, in no case and 
under no pretext, appoint or re- 
move any policeman, or officer of 
police, or other person under them, on ac- 
count of the political cpinions of such police- 
man, Officer or other person under them, or 
for any other cause or reason than the fitness 
or unfitness of such person in the best judg- 
ment of the said Commissioners for the place 
to which he shall be appointed, or from which 
he shall be removed..

EXPLOSION OF A SENSATIONAL REPORT™ 


Mrs. Horr Leaves Her Husband, but Returns 
to Him After an Interview. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatca. 

Nzw York, March 80.—A father in his efforts 
to obtain possession of his daughter was com- 
pelled to invoke the aid of the courts yester- 
day and petition for a writ of habeas corpus to 
Bing the little one down to the \Court- house. 
This step was taken by Norton T. Horr, a 
young Cleveland lawyer, and it resulted in 
the union of husband and wife after a two- 
years’ separation and made the child happy 


in the caresses of both parents. Mr. Horr is 
a graduate of Oornell University and a 
nephew of ex-Congressman Horr of Michi- 
gan. His parents are well-to-do and 
substantial residents of Wellington, O. 
Recently Mr. Horr has been practicing his 

rofession in Cleveland. He married Miss 

—— Bernard in September, 1884. 1 
settled down in a cosy home in Cleveland. 
year later a little daughter added new cares 
and joys to the happy home. In March, 1836, 
Mrs. Horr d she was sick and needed a 
change of air. She wished to go to Germany 
to gain strength as well as to pay a visit. The 
husband consented, and the mother, babe and 
Mrs. Bernard, the grandmother of the child, 
made the voyage across the Atiantic. When 
it was time for them to return Mr. Horr sent 
for his wife, but she refused to come home. 
He re ated his entreaties that she should 
come back to his home and bring the little one, 
but she would not, though Mr. Horr alleges 
that her mother also advised and entreated 
the young wife to return to her husband. n 
after his letters had been written and her re- 
fusal received, Mrs. Horr and her mother re- 
turned to America, but did not tell Mr. Horr 
of their whereabouts nor intimate where they 
were stopping. 

The lawyer, however, made a thorough 
search for them and recently found them liv- 
ing in Winfield, L. I. His wife was living 
with her father Louis Bernard, who 
is employed in the American Lead Pencil 
Works of this city. The father was not with 
Mrs. Horr’s mother, but his house was kept 
by a housekeeper Mme, A. Voght. March 27, 
Mr. Horr went to Winfield and found his wife. 
According to his statements in the petition, 
his wife would not let him see his little 
daughter, who is called Elsa. Finally, she 
consented to allow him to see her in the pres- 
ence of Mme. Voght. On Wednesday Mrs. 
Horr came to this city with Elsa and went to 
the house of arelative. Ascertaining that she 
was there, Mr. Horr asked Presiding Justice 
Vanburnt, in Supreme Court Chambers, for 
a writ of habeas corpus for the child 
which was granted. Mrs. Horr was 
seen by a reporter yesterday aiternoon, 
She is of German or Hungarian origin, and is 
a handsome young woman of not over 26 years 
of age, with heavy dark hair, which curls up 
over her forehead in rich masses. Her eyes 
are black and snap with animation when she 
is interested. Her manner is modestand most 
pleasing. She told what little she desired to 
say ln a calm. gentle manner. She did not deny 
the allegation ot her husband that she had re- 
fused to come back to him after leaving Cleve- 
lund. With herchiid she had sought friends 
at KEtoille, on the Rhine, where she had re- 
mained for her health. She had not desired to 
return to Cleveland because of her husband’s 
parents. 

‘*They were unkind to me,’’ she said sadly, 
and told bad stories about me. They said 
unspeakable things and made me unhappy. I 
would not be near them again.’’ 

Mrs. Horr repeated that she loved her hus- 
band and that his treatment of her had been 
kind and all that a woman could ask, but she 
could not stand the treatment she had re- 
ceived from her busband’s people. 

He offered to support my little daughter 
after I said I would not go back to Cleveland, 
but I would not ask that. He could have seen 
Elsa any time and 1 did not care to keep her 
concealed from him. 

She was willing to live with her husband in 
this city, but would not go back to Cleveland. 
Later in the day Mrs. Horr and her husband 
had an interview, during which the little, 
dark-haired daughter was not absent. They 
decided that there would be no need of taking 
the child down to court, and settied their 
troubles amicably. The young wife will live 
with ber busband in the East.

A Mining Suit Heard Before Judge Brewer 
anda Claim Against the Sheriff Before

Judge Brewer sat to-day in the United States 
Otrouit Court for the purpose of hearing the 
Bowman—Patrick mining suit. The testimony 
is chiefly in the shape ot voluminous depos!i- 
tions, and it is one of the most cumber 
some cases in the Federal Court. The 
story has been told more than once. 
The plaintiff allegedin his petition that on 
the Ist of January, 1882, he entered into an 
agreement with William F. Patrick for 
the purchase of the Col. Sellersand Accident 
mines, near Leadville, Colo, They 
purchased together a half interest in 
the property, and in consideration 
of furnishing money from time to time for de- 
velopment ofthe mines the half interest was 
to be conveyed to them. It was agreed that 
Wm. F. Patrick should proceed to develop 
the mines and he remained there and superin- 
tended the developing of the property until 
October 19, 188% Up to August 1. 
1882, the mines had deen developed at 
the equal expense of the plaintif? and 


Patrick and the plaintiff alleged that the value 
of the mines was clearly established and that 
Patrick, intending to cheat and defraud him 
of his interest in t 228 „ concealed the 
dfscovery of the ore and falsely represented 
that the money expended had failed to estab- 
lish anything of value in the property and that 
A 1 sum of money would be needed to pro- 
ceed heft. 

The plaintiff alleged 8 reason of said 
false representations m. F. Patrick 
and James N. Patrick fraudulently 
procured from him a transfer of his 
one-fourth interest at St. Louls October 19, 
1882. The said interest was transferred to Wm. 
F. Patrick for $600 and the plaintiff subse- 
quentiy discovered that his interest was 
really worth $800,000. He alleged that since 
the transfer of his interest in the mines the 
Patricks enjoyed the profits of operating the 
ect amounting to upwards of $200,000, 

he plaintiff prayed that the transfer of his 
interest might be set aside on the ground of 
fraud and that an accounting of profits should 
be rendered by the Patricks. 

The answer denied allthe allegations of the 
plaintiff, andsetup an agreement made on 
the 17th of February, 1882, between the owners 
of the property, Theodore ©. Stebbins, 
Lyman Robison, 8. J. Glover and Harve 
Howard, and Wm. F. Patrick and the piainti 
for the operation of the property, sinking of 
shafts, etc.,and the conveyance of one- 
half interest to Patrick and the plaintiff. It 
was agreed between Willlam F. Patrick and 
the plaintiff that the latter should bear his 

roportionate share of the costs and expend- 
ture in the r of the property. In 
June, 1883, the plaintiff became dissatisfied 
and complained of the expense and ex- 
pressed a desire to bereleased. Patrick to 
prevent a forfeiture of the contract with the 
owners continued to expend moneys in devel- 
oping the property. On the hof July, 1882, 
Patrick demanded payment of the plaintiff’s 
share of the expenses, $952.32, but he refused 
to pay, and negotiations were entered looking 
to the release of the plaintiffand the surrender 
of his interest, which was carried out October 


1882.

88 who was called in to visit a fam 
afflicted in this way, declared that the cold dif- 
fered from the common variety and stated the 
complaint had not only passed around his own 
family, but also in many families of his 
acquaintance and that he regarded it as epi- 
demic. Complaints of this nature are gen 
due to a peculiar state of the atmosphere or 
to the prevalence of microbes or germs in the 
air which cause inflammation of the mem- 
brane in the throat and head.

CITY COUNSELOR BELL ANSWERS-=SOME 
VERY IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 


A Movement in the Municipal Assembly to 
Avenge the False Piedges and Sharp 
Practices of the Gas Companies—How 
the City Must Deal With the Water Gas 
Company — The Laclede’s Perpetual 
Charter—How the st. Louls Oompany 
Threw Sops to the Public and Prelonged 
Its Life—An Interesting Statement of the 
City’s Position. 


After many costly experiences with the gas 
companies the city must now prepare for a 
pew Is. In almost every piece of gas leg 
enacted ina score of years the city 

ans been completely outwitted dy the shrewd 
counselors of the gas companies, and ordi- 
nances and legislative acta have been passed 
which were subsequentiy found to have sur- 
prisingly large loopholes. The Laclede Gas- 
Light Company, for instance, obtained a charter 
which was found to be perpetual, and so 
worded as to leave room for a claim that the 
company in establishing its charges for gas 
was only limited by its own judgment and 
pleasure. How the &t. Louis Company 
„worked“ the city and consumers, to put it 
in expressive street pariance, is too well 
appreciated by those who paid $4, $3.50 and 
$2.50 per thousand feet for gas, to need further 

neidation. The presence of the police and 
‘w-upholding authorities alone has saved 
the Carondelet Gas-Light Company's works 
from being wrecked atthe hands of outraged 
citizens who have been obliged to pay high 
prices for an illuminating fluid of about the 
power of an unsnuffed tallow candle. Numerous 
complaints, ali fruitless, have been made 
against the company. Then came the Water- 
Gas Company, promising everything and 
bringing into discredit the honesty of many 
legisiators who were active in making room 
for it. The synonyms of the language for 
‘*pool’’ were exhausted in the section pro- 
hibiting it from a dishonest alliance with the 
old companies to fleece the public, but 
before the works are in full operation 
the company is found in the gigantic Gas 


Trust. The city is now, on the eve of the ex- 
piration of ite contracts, in a position to 
avenge these frauds. Proceedings have been 
instituted to secure a forfeiture ofthe fran- 
chise of the Water Gas Company.

On the return to her 
home in Chicago O' Rourke found business 
that called him there also, He called upon 
the young lady and took her out on the lake 
tor a row. The next day their boat drifted in 
to the shore bottom up and oars missing. 
It was thought O’ Rourke and Miss Larned had 
been drowned untiltwo months later when a 
letter was received by Miss Larned’s parents 
from the girl, dated at Detroit. She 
told how O’Rourke and she had landed near 
the Twenty-second street station on the Mich- 
igan Oentral Railroad, had turned the boat 
adrift, and had taken the train for De- 
treit, where they were at the date of 
the letter living in wretchedness, all of 
O’Rourke’s money having been exhausted, 
The parents of the girl took her back to their 
home and O’Rourke’s wife took him back.

O’Rourke is living In Kirkwood with 
her mother. She says her husband assumed 
the name of Oarew because he could not hold 
aresponsible position if his employer knew 
hig real name. Mrs. O’Rourke joined him in 
Detroitafter his escapade with Miss Larned 
and remained there until January 18,when she 
returned to Kirkwood for a visit. She intended 
to join her husband in Detroit about April 1. 
She wassure he had stolen no goods. She 
leaves for Detroit to-night. 

F. R. Belt was seen this morning by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter at 817 Olive street, He isa 
brother of Mrs. O’Rourke. Mr. Belt expressed 
himself much aggrieved at the lurid ac- 
count in a morning paper of the large amount 
of stolen goods alleged to have been 
forwarded O Rourke to the 
Belt family residence at Kirkwood. 
There is so much that is ridiculous 
in the published account,’’ he said, ‘‘that on 
reading it we were much inclined to believe 
the whole story a hoax. How much of it may 
be true I cannot say until furtber and au- 
thentic reports are received from Detroit, but 
this much you would confer a favor on me by 
— the goods received at Kirkwood 
from Johnny are trifling in amount and would 
not exceed $10 in value. They were noth- 
ing more nor less than dry goods rem- 
nants and were sent to sister to 
be made into clothes for the children. Why 
this material should have been stolen I cannot 
imagine, as it would have been just as easy 
and have much better answered the purpose 
to have taken bolts and not remnants. 
As for the silverware reported to have 
been found {in my brother-in-law’s posses- 
sion, it might have been discovered without 
much trouble some time ago, as my sister in 
visiting 8t. Louis left all the family 

late in the drawers of her husband’s 

ureau at Detroit. She was intendingj to re- 
turn shortly, and is, of course, much shocked 
by the damaging reports of her husband’s 
actions, as he occupied a confidential position 
with the firm for which he was working and was 
often entrusted with large sums of money. I 
can not understand it, and if there has been 
any stealing it must have been accomplished 
within the past month.

Mrs. Saxton Discusses Social Purity Beforé 
the Woman’s Suffrage Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 80. — Social 
purity, the subjectchosen by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Lisle-Saxton, Vice-President of the National 
Woman's Suffrage Association of Tennessee, 


created adecided sensation in the Woman's 
Suffrage Convention this morning. After 
an address by Mrs. Herbert, Mrs. 
Saxon stepped forward. She spoke very. 
plainly of the social evil; of the impru-. 
dence of women in not confiding to thelr 
children. the great secrets and truths of 
life, instead of learning them from children 
and servants. Sons and daughters alike 
should be taught the awful power of sex, for 
the buil@ing of character begins in the 
ve hour of conception. Intemperance in 
desire has marred the happiness of thousands 
of families. Young giris should be taught 
the sacredness of marriage and hold 
the control of her person ainst 
her husband’s inst. Christ preached the 
first sermon of equal rights in purity for 
man and woman, but society condemns the 
woman and condones the man. Only through 
woman’s own efiorts she can be free in 
the control of her person. Men perpetu- 
ally blame women for the sins of the 
world, because of the Bible's story of Adam's 
fall through Eve. Mrs. Saxton has talked and 
preached freely on this subject for twelve 
years before audiences, in some cases com- 
posed 8 of men. Mrs. Saxton spoke 
of herself as the champion for those who have 
never yet had achampion—the impure woman, 
made 80, not dy faults ot her own, but by 
man’s lust. Slayery caused the ind{fference 
of man to purity of women, and the 
colored man, above all, was most bestial in 
being indifferent to the purity of even his own

TREATOR, Itu., March 80. 
—Streator is in a ferment of 
enthusiasm over the Myers- 
McAuliffe pugilistic affair 
to come off between the 
20th and 25th of June. Lit- 
tle, it anything, appears to 
be known outside of the 
North west concerning Billy 
Myers, who is conceded 
by all whom he bas met in 
the fistic\arena to be the 
best man they ever were 
pitted against. Of Mo- 
Auliffe’s record little can 
be said which is not already 
made the subject ot comment. Myers is as 
vet a youngster. He has fought six battles, 
without defeat, and met, in them, the most 
prominent light-weights of the day. His first 
battle was fought at Streator, with Paddy 
Weich of Chicago, whom he defeated in two 
rounds with gloves. This was in February, 
1886, and in June ot the same year he again 
met Welch, this time at Braidwood, knocking 
the latter out in the third round. 
He Anished Charlie Daly of St. Louis, in 
Woodford Oounty in February, 87, with skin 
gloves in the thirty-first round. Daly tipped 
the beam fourteen pounds heavier than Myers, 
and is conceded to be the best man he has 
met. He defeated Gallagher of Buffalo, at 
Dana, in May, 87, four rounds. His next 
battle was sought at St. Croix, in October, 87, 
when he defeated Harry Gilmore, the hero of 
thirty-three battles and champion of Canada, 
in ve rounds. Gilmore was not yet satisfied, 
and a second mill at North Jadson, in January, 
88, resulted in a victory for Myers in forty 
seconds. 

The fact of his defeating all but one, and the 
latter a middle-weight. in four rounds or less, 
stamps him a phenomenal fighter—a Sullivan 
of light-weights. Gilmore was a good man, 
and in his fight with McAuliffe, for which he 
trained but three days, recelved far 
the least punishment, although knocked 


out in the twenty-eighth round. Myers de- 
feats the man whom McAuliffe spent twenty- 
eight rounds upon in five rounds in his first 
mill and in fq;ty seconds in his second fight. 
This, argue t sporting men, is conciusive 
. that Myers is far the superior of either 

cAuliffe or Carney, and there are thousands 
of dollars in La Salle County to back bim 
— 1 all comers for the chawpionship of the 
world.

According to the Figures of Chairman ved - 
der—The Striking Engineers Are Paid 
$60 per Month, Which Necessitates a 
Weekly Assessment of Only 50 Cents on 
Working Engineers—The Strike Will Not 
Spread and the O' Men Are Sure to 
Win, Mr. Vedder Says. 


V. W. Vedder, Chairman of the Grievance 
Committee of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers employed on the Gould system, 
arrived in the city this morning and is at the 
Laclede. To a Post-DISPATOH reporter Mr. 
Vedder said: It amuses me to read the 
accounte sent out by the Burlington 
road concerning the condition of affairs on 
that line. From the statements furnished by 
Paul Morton the uninitiated reader would be 
led to believe that the road was being oper- 
ated with perfect ease, and thatall passenger 
and freight traffic was being handled with- 
out difficulty. To any one at all ac- 
guainted with the situation such an 
idea is ridiculous, and no one knows 
its inaccuracy better than Mr. Morton himself. 
I have just come from Kansas City where 1 
have watched the Burlington trains come in, 
and the sight of them alone, without further 
information, would prove to an impartial 
observer that the road was in desperate 
straits. When trains pull into the depot with 
but six or elght passengers on board, and that 
on a road that does as much business 
as the “oe it is evident that 
there is something radically wrong. 


The fact is that if a count of the engineers and 
firemen we taken to-day it would be found 
thatthe Burlington has less than 50 per cent 
of its usual force employed. I say 50 per cent 
with the idea of giving the road the benefit of 
every possible doubt. In my opinion the per- 
centage is much smaller. But this doesmot 
fairly represent the disadvantages under 
which the road is laboring, as the quantity 
is much more satisfactory than the quality. 
every engineer and all railroad officiais also 
are well aware that the men now running 
Burlington engines are the off men who have 
been expelled from our order for carelessness, 
incompetence or drunkenness, and also those 
who, because of their ignorance, were unabie 
to obtain admission. inety-fivé per cent/o 
the engineers of America are member 
of the Brotherhood, and not o 
of these is at work. The force the Burlingto 
now has is composed of men not 1 per cent $f 
whom could secure employment under ordg- 
nary circumstances, and whom the road 
would be only too glad to discharge if they 
could by any means supply their places. 
Passengers do not like to travel on a road 80 
manned, and shippers, knowing the danger of 
accidents and delay, avoid it whenever pos- 


sible.’’ 
THINKS THEY WILL WIN. 

Do you regard the chances of the Brother- 
hood winning the present fight as encour- 
aging, Mr. Vedder?’ 

1 do, most emphatically. I feel even 
more confident of the outcome than I did 
when the strike was ordered, and that is say- 
ing a great deal. Things look brighter than 
they did at first,- and I do not see 
how we can fail to win. Our men 
are determined aud are suffering no privation 
whatever. The striking engineers, some- 
what less than one thousand in number, re- 
ceive $60 a month, a paymaster being stationed 
at Chicago to pay them. This expense 
necessitates an assessment of not more than 
50 cents a week on working engineers, and can 
be kept up indefinitely without the leust 
difficulty. The entire expense to the 
Brotherhood has been not much over $70,000, 
certainly less than $100,000, and has borne hard 
on noone, One thing IL wouid like to say, and 
that is that the reports that have been circu- 
lated to the effect that there has been dissatis- 
faction wi the course of Chief Arthur are 
entirely without foundation. Wealways had 
great confidence in him, and have now more 
than ever. 

THE STRIKE WILL NOT SPREAD. 

Is there any likelihood thatthe strike will 
spread to other roads?’’ 

Not the slightest. We are perfectly satis- 
fied with the condition of affairs, and intend 
to confine the strike to the Burlington. We, 
on the Southwestern system, are handling 
Burlington freight, and the niore we get of it 
the better we are pleased, as the road is now 
fearfully crowded and cannot begin to 
handle what it already has. For the 
engineers to refuse to handle Burlington 
freight would be playing directly into the 
hands ot that road, the best policy being to 
afford every facility to shippers and thus 
choke the road. The officials are now at their 
wits’ end, and Ido not see how they can hold 
out much longer.’’ 

What about the switchmen’s strike?’’ 

‘*‘That is out of my province; I know 
nothing of it, and cannot express any opin- 
ion.’
